In an article on the subject of credit 
the Toronto ‘Canadian Grocer’ aas: 
“It is all very well to hold every man 
innocent until he is found guilty; but 
it is unwise to assume that every cus · 
tomer will pay his debts until he has 
been tried and found wanting. Before 
n customer is given one dollar’s worth 
of credit the fact should be established 
that he is ableto pay. Men do not go 
into business for fun ; they go in to 
make at least a living. And to ac- 
complish even this in our day and gen- 
eration demands constant alertn*ss;and 
one of the directions in which this 
needs to be exercised is in the ascertain- 


ing of the standing of customers. The 


wholesaler demands some sort of ex- 
planation from the retailer as to his 
financial standing; and why should the 
latter demand something similar from 
the customer. True it is a delicate 
thing to undertake, but it is only right, 
and what is right cannot be wrong. 
When you give a man credit you trust 
him with your goods, If he is an 
honest man he will pay you for them; 
if he is not he will try and evade doing 
go. Some people will get goods and 
never pay for them no matter how 
watchful-the retailer may be, but the 
more careful he is the smaller will be 
hie losses from bad debts, and the time 
to begin to exercise this faculty is when 
the customer desires to open out an ac- 
count with you. It is certainly beet 
to know something about the character 
of the customer and his ability to pay 
before he has obtained one dollar's 


~ worth of credit, but every merchant is 


the best jadge of how far he can make 
this a hard and fast rule. It is certain- 
ly the safeat plan to sell no goods on 


eredit until you are assured that there 


is at least a reasonable prospect to your 
being paid for them. One thing is 
certain, the person who would take 
ambrage at being politely questioned 
regarding his or her ability to pay, 
when asked for credit, would be safer 
off than on your books.

EYESIGHT AND THB ELECTRIC 
LIGHT. 


Many people have the idea that the 
electric light injures the eyesight. How 
far, however, this is wrong may be 
seen by the following concensus of 
opinion, obtained by Lighting from 
leading English oculists : 
1. No authenticated case of injury 
to eyesight through the incondescent 
electric light has ever been recorded. 
2. In point of purity, sufficiency, ab- 
sence from heat, steadiness and adapt- 
ability, electric light is preferable to 
either gas, oil lamps or candles. 
3. The only eyes which are likely to 
be injured by electric light are those 
already euffering from weakness or 
derangement, for which a dark room ie 
necessary. 
4. In less serious cases, a change 
from gas to electric light has been 
found decidedly beneficial. 
5. In its constitution, electric light 
very closely resembles sunlight, and has 
a far smaller proportion of harmful rays 
than any of the rival illamdnants. 
6. The extreme ease with which it 
can be managed makes electric light 
capable of being perfectly shaded and 
placed. 
7. Electric light under proper con- 
ditions of use, isthe best form of 
artificial lighting known. 
Then, apart from the essential qual- 
ities of the light itseif, there is another 
point to be considered. A gas burner 
or an cil lamp is continually using up 
the air’s oxygen, and substituting for it 
the poisonous prodacta of incomplete 
combastion. At large establishments 
it has been noticed more than once 
that the improvement in health and 
attendance of the employees resulting 
from a change from gas to the electric 
light has soon paid the whole cost of 
the installation.

„reste of the Farmers Present- 
ed by Representative Men 
and the Interests of the 
Government De- 
fended. 


Reciwa, N. W. T., Oct, 22.—The 
train from the enst being late Hon. Mr. 
Foster did not arrive until 20:15. He 
was met at the station by a deputation 
and escorted to the town hall where ar- 
rangeinents had been made for a public 
meeting. Mayor Willoughby occupied 
the chair and read an address of wel. 
come. Messrs. Brown, Jelly and Bole 
addressed Mr. Foster in the interests 
of the farmers as to tariff reform strong- 
ly urging the abolition of the duty on 
binding twine, tencing material and 
coal oil. Mr. Brown made special men- 
tion of monopolies and combines which 
have proved detrimental to the progress. 
of this country and said that the future 
of Canada depended upon the proper 
development of the North-West. 

Mr. Foster in reply said that if due 
consideration were given these matter 
it would be found that the Government 
were not responsible for the exorbitant 
prices paid on some articles Dy the 
North-West farmer, as for instance coal 
oil could be sold much cheaper after 
paying the tariff daty than it is at pre- 
eent. In referring to the privation of 
early farmers in Manitoba, he called at- 
tention to the difficulties undergone in 
veginning farming in Ontario, where 
they had greater transport facilities 
and snid as the country progressed these 
difficulties would greatly diminish. To 
speaking of the tariff he was not here 
to apologize for the past policy of the 
government, but to feel the pulse of the 
people on the matter and after obtain- 
ing the desired information he would 
then be prepared to consider the advis- 
ability of revising the tariff. 

Mr. McDonald, M. P. for Eastern 

Assiniboia, then threw out some valu- 
able suggestions tothe farmers obtained 
from experience. 
* Mr. Davin was glad to see Mr. Foster 
who represented the Government in 
teachable attitude, something that was 
unparalleled in the history of any poli- 
tical nation. He referred to the fact of 
his having advocated two years ago the 
reforms the Government were now tak- 
ing up and althongh he then endured 
the aneers and scoffs of members of the 
party of which he was a humble follow- 
er, he now rejoiced in ‘the accomplish- 
ment of the suggestions he then made 
and felt assured that when he returnéd 
to parliament instead of receiving 
frowns and black looks he would be 
ooked upon as a conscientious represen- 
tative of the people. 

Atter cheers for the Queen, Foster 
and Davin, the meeting dispersed.

Any person may explore vacant Dominion 
Lands not appropriated or reeerved by Gov. 
ernment for other purposes, and may search 
therein, either by surface or subterranean 
Prospecting, for mineral deposits, with a 
view to obtaining a mining location for the 
same, but no mining location ehall be grant- 
ed until actual discovery has beeu made of 
the vein, lode, or deposit of mineral or 
metal within the limits of the location of 
claim. 

A location for mining, except for iron or 
Petroleum, shall not be more than 1,500 feet 
in length, nor more tran 000 teet in breadth 
A location for mining Iten or Petroleum 


shall not exceed 160 acres im ana. 
tn discovering a mineral deposit any per- 


son may obtain a miniog iveation, Upon mark 
ing out his. location ou the ground in accord- 
ance with the regulations on thet behalt, 
and filing with the Agent of the Dondsion 
Land for the district, within sixty days from 
discovery, an affidavit in form prescribed by 
Mining Regulations, and paying at the same 
time an office fee of five dollars, which will 
entitle the person so recording his claim to 
enter into possession of the location applied 
for. : 

t any time before the expiration of five 
years from the date of recording his claim, 
tne claimant may, upon filling with the 
Local agent that he has expended 8500 in 
actual miming operations en the claim, by 
paying to the Local Agent therefor $5 per 
acre, cash, and a further sum of fifty dollars 
to cover the cost of sujvey, obtain a patent 
for ssid claim, as provided in the said Min- 
ing Regulations.

Homestead Regulations, 


All even-numbered sections of Dominion 
Lands in Manitoba or the North-West Terri- 
tories, except Sand 26, which have been 
homesteaded, reserved to provide wood lots 
for settlers, or other purposes,may be home- 
steaded by any person who is sole head of a 
family, or male over eiziteen years of age, 
to the extent of one quarter section of 160 
acres, more or less. 


ENTRY. 


Entry may be madepersonsily at the local 
land office in which the lami to be taken is 
situate, or if the homesteacer desires, he 
may, on application to the Ministe: of the 
Interior, Ottawa, or the Commissioner of 
Dominion Lands, Winnipeg. receive author - 
ity for some one to make entry for him. A 
fee of $10is charged for an ordinary home - 
stead entry ; but for tands which have been 
occupied an additional fee of $10 is charge 
able to meet inspection and cancellation gxe 
penses, 

BUMESTEAD DUTIES. 


Under the present law homestead duties 
may be performed in Are ways, and on 
making application for entry the settler 
must declare under which of the following 
conditions he elects to hol: bis land :— 


1. Three years’ cu!ti ration and ‘residence 
during which period the settler ay not be 
absent for more than six months in any one 
ycar without forfeiting the entry. 


2, Residence for two years and nine months 
anywhere within two miles of the homestead 
quarter section, and afterwards actual resid- 
ence ina habitable house upon the homestead 
for three months next prior to application 
fox patent. Under this system 10 acres mu 
be broken the first ycar after entry, 15 ad- 
ditional in the second, and 15 in the third 
year; 10 acres to be iu crop the second year 
and 25 acres the third year. 


3. The five years’ system under which @ 
settler may reside anywhere for the first two 
years (but must perfect his entry by com- 
mencing cultivation within six months after 
the date thereof,) breaking five acres the 
first year, 9 those 5 acrea and break - 
ing 10 a tes additional the second year, and 
also building a habitable house Lefore the 
end of thesecond year. The settler must 
commerce actual residence on the homestead 
at the expiration of two yours trom the date 
of entry, and theresfter reside upon and cul- 
tivate his homestea: for at least six mouths 
in each of the three next succeeding years. 


APPLICATION FOR PATENT 


may be made before the local agent, or an 
homestead inspector, Before making appli- 
cation for Patent the settler must give six 
months’ notice in writing to the Commia- 
sioner of Dominion | andaof his intention to 
doso. When, for ccuvenience of the settler 
application for patent +: made before a home- 
steal inspector, a fee -f 35 in chargeable.
